Such discussions, 
he feels, tend to educate both the 
American and foreign: reading public 
as to the: points of views and charac- 
teristics of peoples, and, instead of 
leading to situations that embarrass 
governments, make their relations 
more friendly’ and permit the govern- 
ing powers to solve problems that. oth- 
erwise would not be so easy.

Will it 
respect the wishes of a latge majority 
of the citizens?’ asks the statement, 
which was issued by Bishop Pascual 
glee semaang spokesman of the Church 


co. 

The views attributed to Sefior Saenz 
‘were reported to have been expressed 
by him in an interview in San Antonio, 

exas. 

Bishop Diaz expresses the opinion‘ 
that ‘there could be a solution of the 
conflict along the lines indicated by 
Sefior Saenz, but he says that the’new 
Congress, before which the petition for 
amendment .of the Constitution would 
be presented,.is already pledged to 
stand behind President Calles’s re- 
- ligious policy and that only'a miracle 
is likely to make it modify the religious 
laws and constitutional articles to suit 
the. Church. 

Bishop Diaz points .out that Sefior 
Saenz stated that the new Chamber 
of Deputies, which meets next month, 
might possibly change the Constitution 
so as to placate “the discontented fac- 
tion now causing the unrest over Presi- 
dent Calles’s religious policy.’ 

! The Bishop goes on to say that while 

the Foreign Minister declared he be- 
lieved in the enforcement of existing 
laws and constitutional provisions, he 
also believed in the principle. that when 
a legal mandate or a constitutional 
provision is against the. best interests 
of the country it should be removed 
or amended. 


Text of the Statement. . 


The statement of Bishop Diaz reads 
in part: : 

“We agree with the truth which 
Minister Saenz unwillingly confesses, 
that there is a disconted ‘faction’ in 
Mexico which has been and still is 
agitated by the religious policy, known 
as anti-religious, pursued by President 


Callies. : b 

“This discontent and agitation, 
which are manifested in practically 
all parts of the republic, and the ‘fac- 
tion’ called Catholic by Minister Saenz 
should worry any Government, which, 
according to -its classical formula, 
should be representative of the people 
and’ should interested in the wel- 
fare of the ple, es ally in a 
matter so d te as the liberty of 
conscience. a4 

“Now the Minister of Foreign Rela- 
tions, Sefior Saenz, has shown what 
should be the road to the end so earn- 
estly desired by all who think of the 

welfare and betterment of their coun- 

try. It is to remove or to reform 
those legal mandates or constitutional 
articles that are against the best in- 
terests of the country. 

“The supreme interest of the country 
is the greatest welfare with the least 
restriction of liberty. 

“All the civilized nations: of the 
world which have learned:-of-our agita- 
tion and discontent have wondered at 
the fact that a Constitution could have 
brought affairs to the extreme they 
have reached and provided the pretext 
for Legislatures to make laws like 
those that caused this discontent and 
agitation, which we all sincerely la- 
ment. 

“The statement of Minister Saenz, 
together with that of the President of 
Congress, Campillo Seyde, which is 
published in the press today, may give 
some hope to the Catholics and create 
a feeling of calmness in regard to the 
discontent and agitation caused by the 
religious problem, not only in this 
Renae but throughout the entire 
world. 


Pledge to Back Callies Alleged. 
“The only thing that we, have’to la- 
ment, a thing which causes the wings 
of hope to droop, is the thought: that 
the Congress which will begin to func- 


tion in September is not inspired .with 
the ideas and principles enunciated by 
Minister Saenz, for already all the pro- 
spective.

Congress President Tells Plans. 


In his statement to the press Arturo 
Campillo Seyde, President of the Per- 
manent Committee of Congress, said, 
in reference to the constitutional re- 
forms that will be sought in Congress 
as a solution of the problem: 

“The twenty-second Legislature will 
be forced to handle grave affairs. For 
this reason we are working earnestly 
to organize Congress so that it will not 
waste time in unfruitful discussions.

MONTREAL, Aug. 24.~—The American 
Federation of Labor will not interfere 
in the dispute betweén the civil’ and 
religious authorities in Mexico, Wil- 
liam Green,” President of the A. F. of, 
L., stated today when he and the other 
members of the Executive arrived here 
for the first Executive Coungil meet- 
ing held in Canada since the death of 
Samuel Gompers.

“Our relationship with the Pan- 
American Federation of Labor is pure- 
ly. economic ad industrial. Religious 
questions are not cosidered. or dis- 
cussed, and the American Federation 
of Labor would not assume to inter- 
fere in a problem that might be re- 
garded as purely domestic. 

“Naturally they would resent any 
interference on our part in controver- 
sies which might arise out of some 
domestic problem...

did not fall outward. Several persons 
were trampled and as the crowd 
cleared away from the window it was 
found that Miss Margaret McQuade of 
698 Second Avente had been hurt, sus- 
taining severe contusions. and slight 
lacerations. She told the police, as she 
was being attended in the temporary 
hospital that a man had knocked her 
down and a police horse had trampled 
her. . 

Many of those who either fainted or 
were slightly injured suffered when the 
police charged the crowd, as they had 
to do at intervals all afternoon. Such 
was the case of Mary Wayne, 23, of 
210 West Thirty-fifth Street. As the 
crowd was being driven out into the 
roadway a. score or more lurched 
against a Ford automobile, overturn- 
ing it. The car was.empty. According 
to Miss Wayne, she was violently 
struck by one of the police horses and 
thrown underneath the falling car. 

During the morning, before it had 
been definitely announced that Valen- 
tino’s body would lie in state and the 
public be admitted, a crowd of five or 
six hundred gathered, giving the police 
some trouble. Inthe early afternoon 
the crowd swelled to about 10,000 and 
kept growing. There were then a 
dozen foot policemen and two mounted 
men on the scene. One of the latter 
was Wililam C. Wood, He called up 
the West Sixty-seventh Street Station 
and told Acting Captain Hammill that 
it would be necessary to send help at 
once. : 

Before. the reinforcements arrived, 
however, the crowd had filled the side- 
walk for the length of the block and 
had spread over into the east. roadway 
so that traffic was seriously impeded. 
The doors were still closed. The an- 
nouncement had been made they would 
open at 4 o'clock. The throng milled 
about as if trying to get a glimpse of 
the body of the screen star through 
the windows. It was a thoroughly un- 
ruly crowd. ' 

Crowd Rushes With Shout 


The doors were actually opened a 
little after 2 o’clock. With a shout 
the crowd rushed forward, _ bowl- 
ing‘ the -police aside d threatening 
for an instant to wreck the inside of 
Campbell’s place. The body of Valen- 
tino had been Jaid out on a catafalque 
in the gold room. 

When it was seen how large the 
crowd was, R. George Ullman, Valen- 
tino’s manager, ordered the body 
placed in the silver bronze coffin. He 
said: 

“This crowd is likely to do almost 
anything. : Some will try to touch the 
body, others will perhaps try to take 
a button from his coat—to touch his 
face.” , 

When the crowd started going 
through the gold room the Campbell 
attendants found they had another 
problem on their hands. Nearly half 
of those in line tried to reach for some 
souvenir of the occasion, and it was 
clear that some would succeed and 
probably ruin the room. So the line 
was stopped at the lower door, and the 
coffin moved to a smaller room, one 
flight up, from which there was an 
emergency exit stairway directly down 
to Sixty-seventh Street. — _, 

Behind the massive coffin were four 
large bunches‘of red roses, sent by Mr. 
Uliman and James R. Quirk. Candles 
burned at the head and foot of thé 
coffin, and behind the roses were a 
crucifix and a small statue of the 
Virgin. The coffin. had 
slantwise, near the head of the exit

They were merely curious, and looked 
it. Hardly one looked evém' sorrowful, 
much less reverent.

Inside the 
doors the crowd was orderly enough, 
shuffling its wet feet through the 
mud and water it had brought into 
the place, up the stairs and out. Ac- 
cording to Policemen Barth Druery 
and John Ackerman, who were sta- 
tioned near the coffin, there were 
pred “repeaters.” These were mostly 


girls. X 

At first there had been little or ro 
attempt to get the crowd into line at 
any distance from tne doors. Hence 
the constant disorder and the break- 
ing of the windows. Slowly, lines 
were formed, half a block long. At 
the far end of the line police stood 
and tried to hold the mass back. 
Slowly, time .and again, the mass 
pushed forward, a foot at time, even 
shoving the horses along “the side- 
walk, so great was the pressure froom 
behind. When; the throng got too 
close to the doors and the single file 
was shortened, the police charged, 
driving their horses into the crowd, 
breaking it up, pushing it back to 
the corners. 

At such times the confusion was in- 
describable. Women yelled in fright 
and ducked about, afraid of the 
horses. The men were no better. 


McLaughlin Arrives. 


So bad was a break that came at 
a. little after’ 6 o’cloock’ that it 
seemed likely the crowd would run 
down the -police and flock: into the 
main entrance mn a. body. Reinforce- 
ments were sent for, and the place 
was closed for an hour. Meanwhile 
Police Commissioner McLaughlin had 
heard of what was in progress and 
came to the scene himself. He at 
once ordered the whole crowd driven 
back, but: slowly and with some order. 

During the ‘evening, the arrange- 
ments were much better. They gave, 


too, a fair idea of the vastness of 
the throng. The line, four abreast, 
started at Sixty-sixth Street and 

Broadway, extended thence east to 
Columbus Avenue, north two blocks to 
Sixty-elghth Street, west one block to 
Broadway. There the police thinned 
it down to a single file and the singlé 
line went south nearly’ two blocks to 
the entrance at Campbell’s: It took 
110 policemen to maintain. this forma- 
tion, and’ even then there was so much 
disorder at the corner of Sixty-eighth 
Street, where the thinning-out process 
was gone through, that headquarters 
was asked for fifty more men at 9:30 
o'clock. 

Along the line, too, people from across 
the street were constantly trying to 
break in. Seven mounted men and 
fifteen on foot tried to hold the crowd 
back, but failed often. The tactics of 
the afternoon had,to be resorted: to.

BUDAPEST, Aug. 24.—Prince Win- 
disch-Graetz and former Police Chief 
jNabossy must serve their original sen- 
tences of four years each in prison for 
counterfeiting the French franc, ac- 
cording to a decision of the Hungarian 
Appellate Court handed down today. 
The other counterfeiters, with the ex- 
ception of Geroe Raba, must likewise 
serve thé sentences given by the lower 
court. 4 
‘ Raba, before the Appellate Court, ex- 
onerated the Bethlen Government of 
foreknowledge of the counterfeiting 
scheme. His sentence was reduced to 
six months. The prisoners must bear 
the coasts of the trial. 

.As at the trial before the lower court 
Budapest’s aristocracy thronged the 
courtroom today in order to hear the 
verdict. After pronouncing the sen- 
tences Judge Gado. said that a small, 
mutilated postwar Hungary had only 
her honor and her law left and there- 
fore the laws must be sternly enforced 
and the national honor preserved. 

The case will be appealed to the Su- 
preme Court. Meanwhile Windisch- 
Graetz must remain in prison and can 
not be released on ‘hail.

‘in union there is strength’; and from 
a small beginning, which afforded but

of the employer, in most instances, the 
benefits of unionism outweigh the ob- 
jections to it. i 

“The great danger to the employer is 
that the control of union labor may 
fall into the hands of unwise leaders 
who, realizing their power, may make 
the burden of unionism outweigh its 
benefits to so great an extent that em- 
ployers, from the very necessity of 
pelf-preservation, may find it necessary 
to formulate and establish some 
method of overcoming unjiist condi- 
tions or demands.” 

After paying tribute to Major J. B. 
Berry, International President of the 
pressmen, the publisher said that the 
topics of his address would be ‘“‘wages 
and production and theif relationship, 
contracts and arbitration, apprentices 
and schools.”

VIENNA DOCTOR SAYS © 
DIET PRESERVES TEETH 


Advocates Sea Foods Before the 
International Dental Congress 
at Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 24 (#).—Diet- 
ing, instead of dentistry, may be a 
future method of preserving the teeth, 
eos ogy to the seventh International 

1 Congress were told today. 

The discovery that dental ills may 
be remedied through scientific. selec- 
tion of foods is only recent, according 
to Dr. Bernhard Gottlieb of the Univer- 
sity of Vienna, who added that the 
full import of the relation of food to 
teeth has not yet been realized. But 
within: five or ten years, he said, 
teeth decay may be prevented by eat- 
ing certain foods: © 

“We have found,” ‘he said, “that 
weight-giving food which builds up 
the body tissues does not feed the 
teeth. We have been working along 
the most advanced scientific lines in 
an effort to isolate foods which will 
directly feed the teeth.. It is too early 
to say that we are successful in this 
matter, but experiments with sea foods 
have encouraged us to believe we are 
now on the right track.” 

Cabbage, brussels sprouts and spin- 
ach were other foods named by Dr. 
Gottlieb as valuable ‘‘tooth builders.’’ 
Such foods as these, which do not 
contribute to bodily tissue, neverthe- 
less contain lime salts, which are the 
basis of tooth enamel.

Will. Supply Detectives in Move to 
Check Fur and Jewel Thefte— 
Guards for ‘Trucks. 


Representatives of thitty-one bur- 
glary insurance companies ofthis city 
voted yesterday to establish a central 
burglary insurance bureau to investi- 
gate claims, pass. on applications and 
cooperate with the Police Department 
in hunting down criminals. 

Police Commissionet McLaughlin and 
State Superintendent of Insurance 
James A. Beha discussed the estab- 
lishment 6f the bureau with the com- 
panies’ representatives at a conference 
in Superintendent Beha’s office at 165 
Broadway. The project was first pro- 
posed on Aug: 3 dt a luncheon given 
in honor of Commissioner McLaughlin 
at the Bankers’ Club, which was at- 
tended by leading insurance men. A 
committee was appointed to proceed at 
once with the organization of the bu- 
reau, which is expected to become ac- 
tive within sixty days. It was esti- 
mated that the cost of operation would 
be from $80,000 to $120,000 a year. 

Commissioner McLaughlin told the 
insurance men that his department 
was prepared to furnish as many 
trained detectives as necessary if the 
bureau. would provide the necessary 
funds. He also promised to put guards 
on all trucks carrying merchandise 
above a stated value. Truck robberies, 
it was pointed out, were becoming in- 
creasingly frequent. 

Mr. Beha promised the full coopéra- 
tion of his department.. He said that 
the burglary problem had become so 
serious that no one company of organ- 
ization could cope with it alone. ““‘We 
hope that the central bureau will go 
a long way in discouraging fake bur- 
glaries,” he said, ‘‘as well as in appre- 
hending the thieves in genuine bur- 
glaries. Another important field in 


which it can be of service lies in ‘pre-| : 


venting robbers from disposing of 
stolen goods. In this way it can even- 
tually make burglary an unprofitable 
activity.’ 

It was announced that the bureau 
would at the beginning pay, particular 
attention to “‘open stock” losses, but 
would soon take up truck, marine, res- 
idence and all other burglary insur- 
ance losses.. ‘The most acute need at 
present, it was said, was in connection 
with fur, jewelry and loft risks.

Railroad has done more than any other rail- 

_foad:in the state toward eliminating grade 
crossings. Out of 955 public arid semi-public 
grade crossings on the Long [iland Railroad 
316 were eliminated in that period. 


The 639 crossings still left constitute an in- 
creasingly imperative problem: due’ to the 
growing use of pleasure automobiles, busses 
and and it will take many yearstosolve it.

24.—The annual yearling sales came to 

an end this evening in the paddocks 
of the, Fasig-Tipton Company, where 
thirty-nine head were disposed of ‘for 
a total of $99,550, an average of $2,553. 
The total of the sales today is $1,903,- 
600, which establishes a new American 
record, the ,highest figure in the past 
having beén that of last year, when 
the- total reached $1,866,725. 

The weather was threatening during 
the early evening and a short shower 
kept, many away from the sales ring, 
there being numerous vacant seats. 
The bidding was fairly lively... ‘The 
offerings were from the Himyar Stud 
of Phil T. Chinn, Major T. MacDowell 
and others. 

Top price of the evening was $15,500, 
which J. A. Whitney, a son of Payne 
Whitney, paid for a chestnut filly by 
Whisk Broom II out of America. Mr. 
Whitney was opposed by Howard Oots, 
Max Hirsch and the Newtondale 
Stable, finally taking the filly after 
some lively bidding. 

There was a hard fight for a brown 
colt by Black Servant out’ of Masks 
and Faces, a half-brother to Block- 
head, Mormask and others. This colt 
was finally knocked down for $15,200 
to the Hamilton Farm against the 
competition .of the Newtondale Stable, 
Howard Oots, Max Hirsch and Robert 
L. Gerry. 

The next best price was $7,000, which 
was paid by the Greentree Stable for 
a chestnut colt by Imp. North Star III 
out of Biscuit Tortoni. The same fig- 
ure was reached for a brown filly by 
Black Toney out of Distinction, the 
successful bidder being the Hamilton 
Farm, bidding against the Newtondale 
Stable.

‘|BOARD T0 CENSOR 


$7.70 BOXING CARDS 


Will Not Sanction Programs It, 
Regards Unworthy of That | 
or a Higher Price. 


The State Athletic Commission 
launched a campaign yesterday to 
curb what it styled. ‘‘excessive’”’ top 


prices for boxing shows which it con- 
siders are not -worth the charge 


made. As the first step in the cam- 
paign, it adopted a ruling at its weekly 
meeting that hereafter all boxing pro- 


moters planning shows where the ring- 
side seats are to exceed $7.70, includ- 
ing tax, must submit their cards to 
the commission in full. If the card 
for which a top price of anywhere be- 
tween $7.70 and the limit of $27.50 is 
asked does not meet with the approval 
of the board, sanction will not be 
given to the show. 

This action was taken, it was ex- 
plained by Chairman James A. Farley, 
to make it more certain that the public 
gets its money’s worth and also to 
prevent promoters from asking stiff 
prices for a show which is topped by 
only’ one good bout and has the re- 
mainder of the card filled in with 
mediocre matches. 

The meeting was attended only i 
Chairman Farley and Commissioner 
Muldoon, Commissioner George E. 
Brower being absent, and was the 
first session of the board since it last 
came to grips over the Dempsey- 
Tunney situation. Neither of the Com- 
mfssioners, however, cared to become 
drawn into any discussion of the case. 
To all outward appearances, at least; 
the Dempsey-Tunney. matter is a 
closed book with the commission. 

Permission was granted to Promoter 
Humbert J. Fugazy to change the 
date of his light-heavyweight elimina- 
tion carnival at.

COMPENSATION AND SAFETY 
: DEVICES. 

The most encouraging aspect of the 
Workmen's Compensation law brought 
out by Industrial Commissioner Jamzs 
A. HAMILTON yesterday is the rapidity 
with which cases are being acted 
upon. Of the general success of the 
plan, compared with the old system, 
the public has heard much. Commis- 
sioner HAMILTON reminded his hearers 
that since the law has been in effect 
more than $177,000,000 hasbeen paid 
as compensation for wage loss and 
that about two and three-quarters 
millions of employes or their families 
have; ben aided, Compensation must 
be paid béginning not less than eigh- 
teen days after injury, But there is 
a loophole which permits delay if the 
case ‘is contested.. Yet the standard 
set by the law has-béen. largely at- 
tained in actual practice. 

One of the great: plsathrasitiies of 
the. old employers’ liability system was 
the Jong delay not only possible but 
common. Litigation sometimes dragged 
on for years, even after the principal 
in ‘the, case had died of his injury. 
Under the present law thi¢ is no 
longer true, although there. are each 
year too many cases which are not 
settled as promptly as they should be.

Care- 
less Or overworked drivers are tempted to 
neglect this duty, and many horses suffer 
in consequence, .Formerly the city supplied 
horse troughs in the traffic districts; but 
the Board of Health ordered. these removed 
because they spread glanders. Consequently, 
the 65,000 work horses of New York must 
look to private humane agencies for drink- 
ing fountains. It-is a big job for the ‘agén- 
cies. Our’ league can water only -25,000 
horses a day, and in Winter,. when: contribu- 
tions fall off, we cannot do that much.

Appraisal of Estate Shows Debts

An appraisal filed yesterday by the 





® | estate of: Paul .G. Thebaud, g: member 
lof Thebaud, Brothers, commission mer- 


chants até 87 Broad Street,’ who 


assigned for the benefit of creditors 
in 1907, showéd that Mr. baud at 
that time: put all of his property in 
trust to pay the claims against the 
firm, and that at the time of his 
death on June 21, 1925, 97 per cent. 
of. these claims had been paid. The 
debts of the firm aggregated’ $600,000 
and the sum chargeable against his 
estate at the time of his death was 
only $46,817. 

Mr. Thebaud left real estate amount- 
ing to $239,790, less a dower iriterest 
of $41,444, and had total 
amounting to $304,635. He divided the 
property equally among his sons, Paul, 
Reyna] and Jules Thebaud. The ap- 
praisal showed that one of the assets 
of his firm which is stil] unliquidated 
is 25, acres of land at Tuxpam, 
Mexico, which was taken bythe firm 
on a debt.

DELAY MINERS’ WAGE CUT. 


Ohlo Coal Operators to Discuss $5 
Pay at Another Meeting. 
COLUMBUS, Ohio, 'Aug. 24 (%).— 
Ohio coal operators came to no agree- 
ment here today on a proposed new 
wage scale for Ohio miners. The com- 
mittee recommendation for a wage 
scale of $5 a day, based on the Novem- 


ber, 1917, agreement was discussed, 
but it was found that there were so 
many technicalities to be worked out 
that it would be impossible to take 
definite. action at today’s meeting. 

Another meeting will be held soon, 
at which a new wage scale will be 
discussed further.. The scale in effect 
before the mines were closed was $7.50 
a day. 

S. H. Robbins of Cleveland, Presi- 
dent of the operators’ organization, 
pointed out that Ohio mine owners 
who wish to continue under the old 
agreement may do so. Nearly 80 per 
cent. of the operators are members of 
the association, and should the com- 
mittee’s $5 a day report be accepted, 
Mr. Robbins said, virtually all Ohio 
mines’ can resume operation at once. 

He further éxplained that the pro- 
posed new wage scale does not neces- 
sarily mean that the operators desire 
that miners break away from the 
union. Instead, he said, they hope that 
the union officials will agree to the 
new scale.

- Winnipeg news 
was bearish, reports from there say- 
ing that the weather had cleared and 
there were selling orders here from 
that quarter. There: was no disposi- 
tion to take hold on the part of any 
traders except those having previous 
commitments showing profits. _ 

In wheat the feature was the im- 
proved weather in Western Canada, 
with selling pressure from that quar- 
ter in Chicago and the weakness in 
cash wheat in a number of markets, 
especially in Montreal, while Chicago 
prices were unchanged to a half cent 
higher. : 

There were shipping sales of 150,000 
bushels, including 112,000 ‘bushels for 
export to Montreal. A report from 
that market that congestion was due 
mainly to lack of demand from abroad 


_ and not to scarcity of ocean tonnage 


Was received here, The seaboard at 
the last reported 450,000 bushels of 
wheat sold for export. = 

There is a bearish feeling in corn 
and oats, with September longs letting 
go and elevator people taking the Sep- 
tember and selling the deferred fu- 
tures. Crop reports, while spotted, are 
in the main regarded as bearish and 
there appears to be no disposition on 
the part of speculators to take the 
long side. 

Oats are considered as in the same 
class as corn, while rye is in a class 
by itself, with the foreign news bullish 
enough to scare in alot of shorts who 
are taking advantage of the weak 
spots to secure profits. 

A sagging disposition was on in al! 
grains, with buying support poor and 
sufficient pressure from both classes 
of traders, particularly tired longs, to 
carry prices down irregularly and 
make a tame close around the lowest 
of the day and a reverse of yesterday. 
The markets reflect the absence of a 
speculative trade on the part of the 
general public as well as by a ma- 
jority of the local professionals, who 
apparently are doing very little. 

At the close wheat showed net losses 
of %@Y% cent, corn 4%@%, oats %@%, 
rye %@%. Outside markets were all 
weak, particylarly Winnipeg, which 
was off % cent on wheat, Minneapolis 
1%, Kansas City % cent on futures and 
late reports from there said cash prices 
were off 1% cents.

HUGE MEETING PROPOSED 


Leaders Assert Wililam Green and 
Senators Edwards and Edge 
Are Expected to Attend, 


When the next picket demonstration 
is made outside the gates of the, Bot- 
any Mill at Passaic ‘‘big New Yorkers” 
will lead the strikers, it was said yes- 
terday by Albert Weisbord, head of the 
United Front Committee, which is con- 
ducting the textile strike pending the 
organization of the workers by the 
American Federation of Labor. The 
American Civil Liberties Union will 
play a part, for the strike committee 
said that it was probable that Dr. Nor- 
man Thomas and Dr. John Haynes 


Holmes would be present. 

What was to have been a demonstra- 
tion of picket strength on Monday was 
broken up when the police charged the 
‘ pickets as they left their headquarters 
in Dayton Avenue. The strike leaders 
said they were not discouraged, but 
would probably make their next at- 
tempt to picket the “‘open gates’ of 
the Botany Mill today. 

Chief of Police Richard O. Zober said 
the strikers would be held to the pres- 
ent agreement, “that of three lines of 
twelve pickets each at three of the 
mill gates. This leaves six gates un- 
picketed, and the effort of the strikers 
igs to ‘‘cover’ these gates. 

Another proposed move, it was said 
by strike leaders, was a mass meeting 
and parade with President William 
Green of the American Federation of 
Labor and with Senators Edward I. 
Edwards and Walter E. Edge taking 
part. No date was announced for this 
meeting. 

Four strikers and a worker were ar- 
rested early vesterday morning by the 
police of Lodi after stones had been 
hurled through the windows of the 
grocery store of Michael Colletti. The 
building also is the home of Tony Col- 
letti, a mill worker who lives above his 
‘ uncle’s store. 

The City Council of Garfield took a 
hand in the strike tonight when Coun- 
cilman Joseph Aloia, a Democrat, in- 
troduced a resolution calling for the 
discharge of special policemen and a 
return to the regular policing of the 
city. He based his demand for such 
action upon the statement of the mill 
owners that the strike was over. The 
resolution was referred to the Police 
Committee, which will confer tomor- 
— with the Mayor and the Chief of 
Police, 


GARMENT STRIKERS 
LAUD COURT DECISION 


Will Lime Attempts of Corpora- 
tions ts Diam Injunctions, 
Says Union Counsel. 


The International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union hailed yesterday as 
of vast importgnce to labor, the refusal 
of Supreme Court Justice Crain to 
continue an injunction sought by the 
United Cloak and Suit Designers’ 
Mutual Aid Association to prevent in- 
terference by striking garment work- 
ers. The designers had asserted that 
the strikers interfered with them in 
their contracts with the manufac- 
turers. 

Justice Crain based his refusal to 
grant the injunction on the ground 


that an incorporated body organized 
for the welfare of its members must 
show that the organization itself had 
cause for action against the union, 
and this the designers’ association had 
failed to do. Morris Rothenberg, coun- 
sel for the ‘union, said the decision 
would limit the attempts of corpora- 
tions to obtain wholesale injunctions 
in labor disputes. 

“Justice Crain’s decision is of im- 
portance,” Mr. Rothenberg said, ‘‘in 
that it upholds the point made by 
counsel for the defendants that a mem- 
bership corporation cannot sue for an 
injunction on behalf of its members.” 

Queens was the scene of strike dis- 
order yesterday. One man was in- 
jured and three were arrested when 
the strikers attempted to induce em- 
ployes of the Mayer Dress Company 
at Woodside Avenue and Sixty-third 
Street to go on strike. The strikers 
drove to Woodside in several automo- 
biles. Arguments ended in blows and 
Vincent Marino of 2,245 First Avenue 
was hit on the head with a club. 

Charges of disorderly conduct against 
fifty-six men and two women arrested 
in the garment district were dismissed 
yesterday in Jefferson Market Court 
by Magistrate Norman J. Marsh. 

Hight settlements with independent 
manufacturers were announced yester- 
day by the union. The strike commit- 
tee also announced that a non-union 
shop employing 300 workers and oper- 
ated by the Mayer Cloak Company at 
Woodside was closed yesterday when 
the workers joined the strike. 


LIMITS SERMONS TO BIBLE. 


Preachers Foolish to Substitute 
Other Things, Says Dr. Chilvers. 


STONY BROOK, L. I., Aug. 24.— 
‘*‘Preachers who substitute other things 
for the Bible in their sermons are 
fools,” said the Rev. Dr. H. T. Chil- 
vers, pastor of the Metroplitan Taber- 
nacle, London, at the General Bible 
Conference here today. 

“The message of God is the greatest 
in all the world,” Dr. Chilvers .con- 
tinued. ‘‘May God deliver us from a 
Godless Gospel. What the nations of 
the world want to know right now is 
that Jesus Christ is the supreme ruler 
of them all. The cross of Calvary is 
the centre of Christian experience. The 
death of Christ on the cross was the 
greatest crisis in the history of the 
world. Christ, by His death, expelled 
Satan from his position as ruler of the 
world. Our task as Christians is to 
fulfill all the things that God has 
made possible.” 

About 500 persons are attending the 
conference, which is in its third day. 











Jewish Farmers Succeed In Russia. 

A grain crop valued at more than 
$1,000,000 has been raised in the Cher- 
son district of Southern Russia by 
farmers in the agricultural colonies 
established through funds raised by 
the United Jewish campaign, accord- 
ing to information received here by 
David A. Brown, Chairman of the 
campaign. Mr. Brown announced yes- 
terday that Julius Rosenwald of Chi- 
cago had received a cable from his 
son, William, who has just visited the 
district, telling of the success of the 
Jewish farmers,

If we could get this 
terminal, we could take from 25,000 to 
30,000 persons daily out of that termi- 
nal. We could take out from twenty 
to thirty trains. 

“The engineers the city and the 
railroad have not-yet agreed upon 
plans for the terminal. Those who 
want to help_the situation should work 
to have this terminal built. The termi- 
nal can be put in operation within one 
year after work has been started.”

ZONING IN WHITE PLAINS. 


Council 








to Consider Extension of 
Business Districts. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Aug. 24.— 
Far-reaching changes in the zoning 
ordinance affecting the oldest resi- 
dential districts of this city will ne 
recommended to the Common Council 
at its next meeting on Sept. 7 by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The board will recommend that Cen- 
tral Avenue to the city line be made 
& business zone, and also Westchester 


Avenue from Hale Avenue to the city 
line. It will recommend that buildings 
in the “D’’ district be permitted to 
cover 30 per cent. of the area instead 
of 25, as at present, and in the ‘‘C’”’ 
district, 40 per cent. instead of 35. It 
will recommend that Grand and Court 
Streets be made business districts for 
their entire length, and that the depth 
of the business district on the easterly 
side of Mamaroneck Avenue be ex- 
tended to 200 feet from Main Street to 
the Post Road. This change is ap- 
proved by the City Planning Commis- 
sion. 

The board observes that compelling 
owners to carry this expensive prop- 
erty without it being zoned for busi- 
ness is a “hardship approaching con- 
fiscation.”” It urges the change as 
“a matter of justice and fairness.”

Litigation is.contemplated by the 
Fifth Avenue Coach Company if the 
Board of Estimate awards a bus fran- 
¢hise to any other company on routes 
that would compete with surface lines 
of the New York Railways Corpora- 
tion, which the Coach Company is 
seeking to acquire. 

This was brought out yesterday at 
the hearing by the Transit Commis- 
sion on the Coach Company’s applica- 
tion for the commission’s approval of 
its purchase of 90,200 shares of the 
common stock of the New York Rail- 
ways Corporation for $902,000, or $10 
a share. Commissioner Leon G. God- 
ley, who presided, adjourned the hear- 
ing until this morning to get further 
evidence of the fairness of the price, 
both to the buyer and the seller. 

The possibility of litigation if the 
Fifth Avenue.Coach Company or the 
New York Railways Corporation, 
which have united in a joint applica- 


tion for a franchise for bus routes, 
failed to get this franchise was 
brought out in examination of Hugh 
J. Sheeran, President of the Railways 
Corporations 


Frank C. Bowers, assistant counsel 


of the commission, asked if the com- 

pany contemplated litigation if some 

other applicant received a bus fran- 

chise for routes which would compete 
th the surface lines. 

Mr. Sheeran said it might be ex- 
pected. Elmer Schlesinger, counsel for 
the coach company, added that such 
litigation in the event of a grant of a 
competitive franchise was certain. 

Commissioner Godley questioned wit- 
nesses closely as to the fairness of the 
offer of $10 a share. Mr. Schlesinger 
offered in evidence an appraisal of 
the New York Railways property made 
two P foveal ago when the company was 
discharged from a receivership. Mr. 
Godley ruled that this was not suf- 
ficient and said he would hear the 
appraiser’s testimony later. 

Mr. Sheeran testified that the merg- 
ing of the two companies would bring 
about a saving of one-third or one-half 
in the office and executive overhead. 
He added that the New York Railways 
would be able, if the merger was al- 
lowed, to save the large initial expense 
of experiment and installation when it 
became necessary to replace or extend 
its surface car system by bus service, 
a change he apparently regarded as 
likely. He also said that transfers 
from one system to another would be 
possible. - 

Boykin Dwight of the law firm of 
Cotton & Franklin, attorneys for bond- 
holders of the New York Railways 
Corporation, testifying as to the value 
of the property, said the present day 
replacement cost would be approxi- 
mately $83,000,000, with a value, allow- 
ing for depreciation, of $65,000,000. He 
furnished other figures,for the calcu- 
lation of present value on other bases, 
the lowest being $43,000,000 

Mr. Schlesinger said the purchase of 
the stock was the first step toward 
unification of surface lines, which he 
said had been the policy of the com- 
mission for several years. He also 
said that the possibility of the surface 
lines being replaced by bus routes was 
not remote, and expressed belief that 
no new sufface lines were likely to be 
constructed in Manhattan because the 
cost of installation was so much 
greater than for bus lines.
